Its raison d^Hre in this catalogue is the fact that it 
contains a long account of the savages who were brought 
to Rouen (from Newfoundland) in 1507. It is therefore 
probably the first book in the French language which 
treats upon the New World. The passage occurs on

Only three copies of the Map are known to be 
extant in this early issue or state, namely, one in the 
British Museum, one in America, and this one. (There 
exist nine impressions of a later state, in which an inscrip- 
tion was added referring to the land around Magellan's 
Straits.) Mr. Corte has shown that Edward Wright, 
the author of the '* Errors in Navigation, 1599," was the 
real inventor of the so-called Mercator-system of 'pro- 
jection, and that to him the fundamental idea of the 
Hakluyt map is due. This is not incompatible with 
the idea suggested by Hakluyt himself, that Emeric 
Mollineux was the draughtsman or engraver. Hakluyt's 
sense is plain — / here give you a good general mapy 
pending the completion of a great work by Mollineux, 
He calls that great work an exact terrestrial globe^ but 
he plainly refers to something for which the Linschoten 
map was a substitute, and must therefore have meant a 
map of the world. Such a work, with the constant 
accretion of new information, might well have been 
begun and changed and begun again before it reached 
the engraver's final stage ; and such a process, under 
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the watchful care of Edward Wright, might have not 
been accomplished till 1599 or 1600. Even then it was 
not done with, as we see from the additional inscription 
referred to above. The excessive rarity of this Wright- 
Mollineux map is to be accounted for by the probability 
that seamen carried the copies away with them and 
teachers of navigation had them placed upon boards or 
walls.

The honour of ranking as Editio Princeps of the 
narrative which describes the first circumnavigation of 
the globe, is disputed between the Roman book of Novem- 
ber, 1523, and the Cologne book of January, 1523. There 
was no copy of either of them in the Barlow and Ives 
collections. Is the Cologne edition two months later or 
ten months earlier than the one printed at Rome ? It 
was usual in both cities to count the year as beginning 
with January i, but there never was a uniform practice 
anywhere. 

The Secretary, Maximilian, wrote the book in Spain, 
from an oral examination of the commander and some of 
the crew of the ** Victoria," late in October, 1521. He 
sent his MS. to the Cardinal of Saltzburg, whom it 
reached probably by the beginning of 1522. — In or about 
November, 1522, the Bishop of Terni was sent by the 
Pope to Nurnberg, where He obtained a manuscript copy 
of Maximilian's recital, which he forwarded to Rome to 
the printer Calvus. The latter must have had the affair 
in hand for eight or nine months before he brought out 
his edition, which was evidently believed to be the first 
publication of the work. In the Colog^ne edition there are 
no license and prefatory matter, such as might be 
expected to accompany a first edition ; but on the other 
hand the text, if incorrect here and there, is on the whole 
nearer than the Roman to the original text, and it has 
the formal inscription of place and date (Valladolid, 
24 Oct. 1522) which is omitted in the other.

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Adventures is also found here, inserted when the book 
was bound.

In this volume a facsimile of the Duchess of Rich- 
mond's portrait, and the same modern engraving- of 
Matoaka as above mentioned, have been inserted. The 
map of New England is of the 1624 issue before the word 
•' Prince" was altered to " nowe King." 

The engraved title of 1624 was thus altered in the 
later editions. The third head was re-engraved with a 
crown, and the words " Carolvs princeps ' changed to 
•* Carolvs Rex " ; Michael Sparkes' name erased in the 
imprint and Edward Blackmore's substituted. — The map 
of Virginia was marked with the page-references ** 1690 , 
" 1691 ", which had been put on the plate when impressions 
were taken for use in Purchas's Pilgrims in 1626. — The 
map of Ould Virginia had several new. names put on to 
it after 1626, including " Mountaynes forest" and 
" Waldens Oake," etc. — The map of the Summer lis 
was not altered after 1624, in which year some of the 
impressions had appeared without the words " Penistons 
Redoute " and " Printed by lames Reeve," and others in 
which they were added. — On the map of New England, the 
words " Prince of Great Britaine " were after 1626 altered 
to "nowe King of Great Britaine," the name of lames 
Reeve was substituted as the printer for that of Geor. 
Low, and the inscription " Robert Gierke excu(}it," which 
had been half erased in all the previous issues, now almost 
completely disappeared. The large escutcheon of the 
Virginia Company was added in the middle of the plate; 
and in 1632, several alterations and additions were made 
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in the delineation of the River Charles and its banks, 
showing Boston, and other towns for the first time. 

[It is curious that in the original map, at some 
distance north of Cape Ann, we find on or near the coast 
the towns of Boston and Hull (and others). These must 
indicate designations proposed and abandoned, since the 
true Boston, as well as Salem, was only added after 1632, 
close to the Charles River.]
